SHANGHAI, Sept. &.—While the 
preliminary battles in China’s civil 
war continued today with renew*ed 
intensity in the vicinity of the prize 
city of Shanghail, Chang Tso-Lin, 
w’ar lord of Manchuria, and WuPei* 
Fu, military head of the Peking gov­ 
ernment, entered their 
forces 
to 
meet in the main contest, a fight 
for control of the central govern­ 
ment of China, 
Out of a series of reports from 
the defending forces of Shanghail in 
the past 24 hours, it w*as apparent 
that the fighting was being carried 
closer to the city by the invading 
forces. 
Warned by firing west of here, at 
Nansiang, 12 miles from the city, 
foreign 
governments landed 1.100 
troops from 2 worships stationed in 
the harbor, at daybreak today and 
w*ere ready to defend the foreign 
settlement should it come within 
the line of fire before nightfall. 
Fighting w*as carried on today at 
three points on the 100 mile front 
w*est and souh of Shanghail. 
While 
no decisive action took place, er-in- 
forcements were thrown into the 
fray by both sides. 
There was some indication here 
that General Ho Feng Lin defense 
commander of Shanghai, might quit 
for a cash consideration of $2.000,- 
000 but the report was not warrant­ 
ed by any of the aggressive steps 
being taken by General Ho to drive 
back the incadfng forces from the 
western portion of Kiangsu pro­ 
vince in w*hich Peking is located.
